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Council continues Martins’ hearing 


Citrus College Astronomy instructor Dr. George 
Carlson of Sierra Madre recently returned from Las 
Campanas Observatory in Chile where he was con¬ 
tinuing his research on the distances to galaxies in 
the universe. 

Carlson had the use of the 100-inch Du Pont 
telescope, just one of three telescopes available at 
Las Campanas, from Mar. 5 - 9. 

He is collaborating on the project with Dr. 
Alan Sandage and Dr. Jerome Kristian, research 
astronomers with the Carnegie Institution in Pasa¬ 
dena. 

“We’re trying to clarify the problem of the rela¬ 
tionship of the luminosity of spiral galaxies to their 

rotational speeds,’’ he said. 

Las Campanas is owned and operated by the 
Carnegie Institution, Washington, D.C., a nonprofit 
foundation that was established to conduct research. 
The three collaborators applied for the use ot the 
Las Campanas telescope last fall. Time on the tele¬ 
scope is a valuable commodity, according to Carlson, 
who added that there are twice as many applicants 
as there is time available. He also noted that it 
is very unusual for community college instructors 
to get time at the observatories. 

The project is a multi-year study using data 
collected from the telescope at Las Campanas for 
teh Southern Hemisphere sky and at Palomar 
Observatory in Southern California for the North¬ 
ern Hemisphere sky. Carlson has been allocated time 
in September on the 60-inch Palomar telescope

which is owned by Caltech in Pasadena. “They have 
a 200-inch telescope, but it’s very hard to get time 
on that one,” he said. 

Carlson said he continues to research because 
it brings direct benefits to his students and because 
it’s a passion. “It has to be your whole life. 
You pour everything into it. For that kind of effort 
it has to he a love affair, not an occupation, 
he said. 

“I use my research date for simulated 
exercises for my students. They have experience

Sierra Madre City Councilmembers at Tuesday’s 
meeting voted to continue the public hearing on 
the Environmental Impact Report and Tentative 
Parcel Map for the Lawson Martins until the May 
9 council meeting at 7:30 p.m. Councilman Clem 
Bartolai made the motion. 

The Martins wish to build four homes in the 
area above Chantry gate on upper Santa Anita 
Canyon Drive. 

The Planning Commission recommended denial 
of the Parcel Map with the finding that the site is 
not physically suitable for the type of development 
due to geology and grading, and that the site is 
not physically suitable for the proposed density of 
the development. 

Robert Schneider is concerned that “geolo¬ 
gically the San Gabriel mountains are pretty active, 
pretty sensitive.” He wants to see geologic reports 
to know what will happen to the mountain if it 
IS developed. 

Gurdon Miller cautioned the council, “You’re 
being asked to certify the Environmental Impact 
Report or to assert that it’s adequate. Then you’ll 
be challenged.” 

Caroline Brown is concerned that the environ¬ 
ment will be changed so that it may not support 
life systems and the surrounding habitat. “The 
Los Angeles County Flood Control District must be 
notified. The California Department of Fish and 
Game must be notified.” 

Sandra Kelly said, “In 1960 the area was 
flooded and friends were trying to keep mud out 
of their homes. In the ’50.s 1 saw the range on 
fire.” 

Verna Chilton talked about the “cataclysmic 
possibilities because of the debris flow” and quoted

Planning Commissioners nix CUP recommendation

A diligent effort by Commissioners Jim Hester, 
Whilma Holcombe, Stan Hutchinson, Ross Tyree 
and George Salisbury saw the commission through 
its agenda in good time at the Thursday, Apr. 20 
meeting of the Planning Commission. Both Com¬ 
missioner Eloise Parker and Chairman John 
Watter were excused, with Commissioner Tyree 
presiding over the meeting. 

The evening’s main discussion centered around 
a recommendation for a proposed ordinance from 
the Cultural Heritage Committee that would require 
a conditional use permit for all R-1 building in 

the city. 

Commissioner Hutchinson summed up the re- 
commendation: “A lot of large houses are going 
up. You could take 75 percent of Sierra Madre 
and bulldoze it and the property would still be worth 
the same. Do we want that to happen? It would 
broaden our tax base, but the Havor of the town 
would be lost.” 

Commissioner Hester and Holcombe both 
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opposed the recommendation as presented. “We d 
need to look at all R-1 building or remodeling?” 
he asked. “We’d be here until 3 a.m. every time.” 

Commission Salisbury, however, felt “it was a 
great idea.” He went on to say it was the lack 
of this kind of policy in Arcadia that was allowing 
the building of “those $800,000 hotel houses.” 

Commissioner Hutchinson reiterated that the 
whole point is to keep an eye out on what’s going 
on in town, and that “the whole key phrase is 
‘compatibility’ with the rest of the town.” 

After further discussion on the matter, the con¬ 
sensus of the commission was that the intent 
behind the recommendation was a good one, but 
the proposal would have to be tightened up to 
be more specific and not encompass such a large 
range of projects. 

“It won’t hold up in court like this,” Com¬ 
missioner Hester remarked. “It’s too vague.” 

The commission, at City Administrator Jim 
McRea’s suggestion, asked that City Attorney 
Charles Martin write a rough draft for the next

There were four requests for variances under 
old business, one of which, a second story addition 
for Mr. and Mrs. Jo Santori at 1925 Liliano Dr., 
was continued without hearing until next month. 

Chris and Stacy Lovdahl at 445 E. Highland 
came before the commission requesting a varianee 
to replaee an existing one-car garage with a two- 
car garage that would infringe on the side-yard 
setback. The applicants stressed their reason for 
placing the garage there and not further in their 
backyard (which would not require a variance) was 
to save two large trees that would need to be 
removed. There was no opposition. The commission 
approved the variance with Commissioner Hutehin- 
son abstaining under declaration of residing within 
300 ft. of the address. 

Greg and Susan Doherty found their applieation 
for a spa infringing on sideyard setbacks denied 
at 95 Monte Vista despite the fact that their 
neighbor on that side came and spoke in behalf 
of the variance. Both Commissioners Hutchinson 
and Hester agreed that it didn’t “have to be there” 
and that there was plenty of room elsewhere in the 
yard. The applicant stated his choiee for its placing 
was just due to the fact that he thought it looked 
best there 

Commissioner Hester commented that “1 don’t 
think it’s our job to say why it shouldn’t be there, 
it’s their job to show why it should. 1 don’t 
think they’ve done that.” 

The commission approved a variance for 
Derakoth and Leila Oemmen at 449 Theresa Lane. 
The variance merely allowed a building to be 
placed between the hou.se and a free-standing, non- 
conforming garage. The room addition would not 
cause any non-conlorniity but would merely con¬ 
nect the house to the pre-existing garage. City 
Administrator McRea explained that it was brought 
up only due to the tact that it made the connec¬ 
tion. The variance was approved with the condition 
that a non-rental covenant be signed by the applicant.

PerceH’s preliminary 
hearing to begin May 24 

Jeffrey Stephen Percell pleaded not guilty on a 
double count of murder at the arraignment last week 
in municipal court, Pasadena. 

He is charged with murdering his parents, Alice 
and John Percell, in their home on Liliano, Sierra 
Madre. Bodies of the deceased, killed by gunshot, 
were found by Sierra Madre police Nov. 16. 

Percell surrendered to Burlington, Vt. police 
Dec. 13 and was extradited after a lengthy fight. 
He is being held with no bail. 

Prosecutor Elton Sims said that the preliminary 
hearing will begin May 24. Sims also told The News 
that the defendant refused to relinquish a blood 
sample; however, Sims said he would get an order 
for the blood sample for May 3. He said he needed 
the sample to compare with blood in the Percell 
home. 

Mike Duffy is the attorney for the defendant. 

Sheriff’s homicide representatives, Sgt. Ike 
Aguilar and Investigator Randy Hunicutt, will be 
major witnesses for the prosecution, Sims reported. 

Trail Race May 27

A 1912 commemorative issue of the Sierra Madre 
News featured an article and photograph about the 
Annual Mt. Wilson Trail Race, which they refer¬ 
red to as “unique among sporting events.” 

The race they described then was run to the 
top of Mt. Wilson, a distance of seven and 
one-tenth miles. Usually a score of the best ath¬ 
letes on the Pacific Coast entered. The race was 
first run in 1908 so that was to be the fifth 
annual race. 

The idea of the event originated with Sierra 
Madre resident Charles Fox whose relative Richard 
Fox was publisher of the Police Gazette and who 
offered a beautiful gold medal valued at $100 to 
the athlete who would win the race three times. 
No one was able to claim that valuable prize. 
Runners did have a half hour rest at the summit 
before starting down again but the round trip of 
more than 14 miles was a grueling affair. The 
1908 event was won by Joseph B. King from the 
Irish-Amcrican Club of San Francisco with the re¬ 
markable round time of 2:11:35. 

Today’s race, which will be held this year on 
Saturday, May 27, as is the present format, will be 
run half-way up the mountain to Orchard Camp, 
which is the turn-around point, and back down to 
the starling point of Kersiing Court and Baldwin 
Avc and with no rest time. It is still a great

It’s as if director Gary 
Davis needed burlesque 
tastelessness to hold a 
musical audience’s atten¬ 
tion. Kate, for instance, 
must act out her hatred 
of the male in such de¬ 
tail as to lose a certain 
sympathy. The actors are 
capable of better, and 
some modification would 
turn this into the really 
top-notch show it could 
easily be.

State Coordinator Pat Noyes observa¬ 
tions about Main Street’s relationship with the 
Chamber of Commerce has surfaced some 
concerns that both boards of directors are acting 
to resolve. Here’s what Pat had to say in her 
written evaluation during her visit in early 
Marcji. 

“The Main Street program and the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce have worked hard in the past 
year to establish a working relationship on 
behalf of downtown. 

“ . . . Because of Sierra Madre’s popula¬ 
tion, the chamber’s focus has traditionally been 
on serving downtown business. Since its in¬ 
ception, Main Street, with its nonprofit status 
and paid full-time project manager, has created 
an identity of its own. Some program parti¬ 
cipants question what the current roles of the 
two organizations should be and what their 
relationship should look like in the future. 

“Definitely the two groups need to sit 
down as soon as possible and define what 
their respective roles and tasks are for the

short term. As the chamber has traditionally 
focused on promotions, perhaps the chamber 
could serve as the “promotions arm” for Main 
Street, receiving Main Street support and co¬ 
operation. 

“Whatever the division of labor for the 
short term; however, defined roles should be 
communicated aggressively to the community 
and to members of each group to minimize 
confusion and to foster good relations bet¬ 
ween the chamber and Main Street. 

“For the long term, each entity needs to 
define for itself what its mission is, regardless 
of the mission of the other entity. If the mission 
of both groups heavily corresponds, then there 
should be some consideration in the future for 
the prospects of merging. Sierra Madre is 
small and both groups are focused on down¬ 
town at the moment. If manpower (and 
womanpower — my addition) and financial 
resources are limited, it makes sen.se to con¬ 
sider combining forces. However, merging does 
not work if it does not evolve to the point 
where it makes sense to the majority of both 
groups, and that is some time away yet.” 

An immediate caution. Remember, these 
are opinions expressed by the State Coordina¬ 
tor of Main Street Projects. Her experience 
with more than 32 California communities 
provides the background that allows her to make 
informed judgments. However, what will or 
won’t, should or shouldn’t take place in Sierra 
Madre is strictly up to the Sierra Madre 
community.

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City supports recycling, questionnaire reveals 


t Laurie Cooper, who with Sierra Madre En¬ 
vironmental Action Council, started the city’s 
recycling center, reported that over 25 percent of 
the city residents had answered the questionnaire 
concerning various methods of recycling the city’s 
trash. Her report was before the Sierra Madre City 
Council meeting Tuesday evening. 

“The people of this town are overwhelmingly 
in favor of recycling,” Cooper told councilmem- 
bers. “At least 90 percent of those returning sur¬ 
veys are for composting and asked that the city get 
into composting, also. Many said they already did 
their own composting.” 

She added that those completing the surveys 
want to keep the SMEAC recycling center and they 
enjoy supporting various groups who, during a 
three-week interim, take care of all the recyclables 
and receive money for the volunteer work. Sierra 
Madre groups earn over $10,000 a year in this 
way. 

City Administrator Jim McRea explained that 
about 56 percent of each load carried out of Sierra 
Madre is recyclable. “We send 2.5 percent to the 
recycling center. We would like to get the recyclables 
down to 51 percent. Twenty percent of our trash 
goes to Scholl canyon. They are not looking for 
a reduction of stuff that goes there. They are 
looking for a 5 percent reduction of recyclables.” 

In other news at the City Council Tuesday 
evening, Charles Corp, chairman of the Tree Pre¬ 
servation Ordinance investigation committee, field¬ 
ed questions from councilmembers concerning some 
of the points agreed upon by his committee. 

Mayor Bruce Crow believes that the committee 
included too many general trees in their ordinance; 
he says oaks and sycamores should be protected 
by “they are encompassing every tree in the world.” 

He also questioned the penalties which read, 
“If a comparable tree is available in the a 50-gallon 
container, or smaller, replacement with a 50-gal- 
lon tree, or smaller, and a fine equivalent to tree 
(is necessary) . . . Replacement with a tree of the 
same type and species, 50-gallon size, and payment 
of a fine equal to twice the cost of the fair market 
value of the unlawfully removed tree up to a maxi¬ 
mum of $35,000 (is required). 

The News recently ran a synopsis of the ordi¬ 
nance and received a good deal of input, with citi¬ 
zens generally surprised at the strictness of the 
ordinance. 

On Tuesday, Crow questioned who would de¬ 
cide whether a tree is “aesthetically significant” 
and which is a “historic specimen.” 

Certain jurisdictions are laid down. The Plan¬ 
ning Commission heads jurisdiction over the re¬ 
moval of all trees in new development and prop¬ 
erty improvement areas. 

The Parks and Recreation Commission has 
jurisdiction over the removal and protection of all 
historic, specimen, botanically or aesthetically sig¬ 
nificant trees. 

Cultural Heritage Commission will designate 
“historic trees.” 

Of course, street trees will be taken care of by 
the Public Works Department subject to review 
by the Parks and Recreation Commission. 

Stringent rules for removal and trimming in¬ 
clude: “Trees may not be trimmed in excess of 20 
percent, native oaks not in excess of 10 percent . . .

analyzing data and preparing results for existing 
problems,” he said. For those students who plan 
to major in astronomy at a four-year institution, ex¬ 
posing them to research techniques in their first two 
years at Citrus keeps them on track with students 
at the four-year programs, he explained. 

In addition, he can relay first-hand information 
to the students about life as a research astronomer. 
Working at a telescope is much different than 
people expect, Carlson noted. Most of the data 
collection is electronic, he said, so astronomers 
spend more time at the computer than the tele¬ 
scope. 

“Most students have no idea what the daily rou¬ 
tine is like at an observatory. Even most text¬ 
books don’t have this information,” he explained. 
Since he has lived at an observatory he’ll be able to 
share his experience with his students. Furthermore, 
he can explain in detail the entire research process: 
preparing the proposal, applying to the research or¬ 
ganizations, living and working at the observatory, 
analyzing the data and publishing results. 

Carlson began teaching at Citrus College in 
1975. He earned a master’s degree and a doctorate 
from the University of California, Davis, and a 
bachelor’s degree from the University of California, 
Berkeley. He is a member of the American Physical 
Society and has had several reseach articles published 
in “The Astronomical Journal,” most recently in 
November, 1988. Carlson also has a passion for 
music, performing on the bassoon and piano with 
the Citrus College Community Orchestra and in col¬ 
lege Chamber Music concerts.
